Electric Power 


—a Lot More 


When 35 Eastern bankers 
and 


manufacturers 
toured 
southwest 


^A'^'ansas last week they carefully 
•woidcd Hope, a fact duly noted by 
our citizens. The visitors saw El 
Dorado, Crossett, Ctimdcn, Arka- 
delphia, and Malvurn, but not our 
town. 


Of course one explanation is that 


this was a guided tour in the hands 
of Arkansas Power & Light Co., a 
private utility. 
Hope's 
water & 


electric plant is municipally own- 
ed and operated. There would be no 
point to a private company pro- 
moting a town with a municipal 
.•flant. 


Hut this isn't the whole story. 


The tourists visited North Little 
Rock, adjoining the capital city— 
and North Little Rock like ourselves 
operates its 
own water & light 


plant. 


The more probable explanation is 


that the guests came to Arkansas 
to sec 
industry, and 
had 
to go 


where industry was, irrespective of 
who furnished its electricity. 


Hope has comparatively little in 


•j^tual industrial accomplishment to 
snow out-of-state men. We have pos- 
sibilities, but not much in the way 
ot achievement. For one thing, we 
arc short on actual electric power 
which is available to potential new 
industries; and 
for another, 
we 


know little about the fantastically 
low rates which industry demands 
and gets. 


The Star supports, and 
always 


will, the principle that a city has 
the right to own and operate its 
.«wn utilities. I have supported the 
•Rope Water & Light Plant consist- 
ently. But the operation is open to 
criticism, and we will continue that 
criticism as the years go by and 
our town blindly refuses to recog- 
nize how, far it has fallen behind 
the resi 01 'the country. 


There are two difficulties at the 


local plant, for neither of which the 
management is responsible. The 
first is 
that Hope 
continues its 


plant as a direct operation of the 
political city 
government, 
when 


.%t»mmon sense dictates we should 
long ago have set up a long-term 
commission with authority to spend 
money and make contracts design- 
ed to build up the total power pool 
available here. 


The second difficulty is the city's 


persistent 
refusal to 
establish a 


standby power lino connecting us 
with low-cost electricity generated 
on either federal government or 
private-power systems. 
It is un- 


economic for Hope alone to take the 
v^rmillion or million-cloUdr gambit- 
u> set up isolated generators here 
in sufficient power to take care of 
new industry that might like to lo- 
cate in our town or county. But the 
city, knowing this, refuses to lake 
tho 
alternate route—tying in to 


to where the big-time "juice" is. 


I have reported, for several years 


in this column, that practically ev- 
ery municipal plant in tho state of 
Mississippi has gone to intercon- 
nected power, either private, gov- 
ernment, or both. This move has 
7iven the Mississippi towns abund- 
ant power at attractive rates, re- 
lieving their people at home, and 
attracting new industry to them. 


There is no question here about 


sacrificing the 
municipal plant. 


The "municipal plant" is the city's 
control over distribution and billing 
—not the generator or plant build- 
ing, or the actual origin of the elec- 
tricity so sold. 


Every business man knows this. 


It's time the city us a whole woke 
.ip to it. They have industrial ex- 
pansion in Mississippi, and retain 
their municipal plants, too—and it's 
disturbing to see our section of Ark- 
ansas falling behind in economic 
growth.

cal foreign and domestic problems. 


Churchill, smoking one 
of 
his 


biggest cigars, cntcrd 10 Downing 
street about 15 minutes before the 
cabinet session began. A crowd of 
about 500 persons, standing in the 
narrow street cheered. 


London 
newspapers 
wondered, 


meanwhile, when the Tory chief 
would make his first domestic pol- 
icy move. 


The new cabinet ministers arc: 
Harold MacMillan, 57, wealthy 


book publisher, minister for hous- 
ing and local government; 


Lord Leathers, 67, industrialist, 


secretary of state for coordination 
of transport, fuel and power; 


Harry F. C. Crookshank, 58, min- 


ister of health and deputy leader 
of the house of commons; 


James Stuart, 54, a son of the 


Earl of Moray, named minister for 
Scotland. 


The two junior ministers named 


were Patrick Buchan-Hcpburn, 50, 
as parliamentary secretary to the 
treasury, and Sclwyn Lloyd, 47 
minister of state for foreign af- 
fairs — the No. 2 man to Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden in 
the 


foreign office. 


MacMillan's first job will be to 


work toward the Tory target 
of 


300,000 now homes a year. Lord 
Feathers, former minister of war 
transport, will deal with policies 
of the departments of transport, 
fuel and power. Ministers will be 
appointed later to head the three 
departments. 


Crookshank as minister of health 


will administer Britain's giant na- 
tional health service. 


Churchill named Eden and seven 


other key cabinet members on Sat- 
urday. There were unconfirmed re- 
ports that the prime minister would' 
preside today at a first meeting of 
his new ministers. ,•„.• 


Therc were indications Church- 


ill's cabinet may total 16 or 17 
members. He has nearly 70* more 
key government posts to fill. 


The new prime minister, whose 


party won a scanty majority of 18 
house of commons seats in Thurs- 
day's general election, has been as- 
sembling his new government since' 
he took office late Friday after- 
noon. 


While forming his cabinet, the 


aging Churchill already has been 
making preliminary moves abroad. 
Britain's ambassador to Iran, Sir 
Francis Shepherd, was summoned 
home yesterday to discuss with his 
new boss, Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden, the deadlocked Brit- 
ish-Iranian oil dispute. 


Eden also was planning a now 


British note to Egypt, which is try- 
ing to force British forces out of 
the Suez canal area and the Sudan. 
There was talk that Britain's en- 
voy to Cairo, Sir Ralph Stevenson, 
also might be called home for con- 
ferences on the situation there.

an emergency budget to provide a 
revision in the tax setup.

Lyndon Johnson (D-Tex) said today 
he would urge that universal mili- 
tary training legislation be given 
top priority 
when congrcsa 
re- 


turns next year. 


The new national security train- 


ing commission urged Sunday that 
UMT be started as soon as possible. 
The commission was established 
by congress when it passed, at the 
session just ended, legislation ap- 
proving the general idea of UMT. 
The commission was set up to plan 
UMT. 


Under the law, Ihe senate nnd 


house armed services committees 
must go right lo work on the com- 
mission's UMT plan after the new 
session begins. UMT cannot go into 
effect until congress approves 
a 


detailed plan. Several lawmakers 
have predicted a hot fight over the 
enabling legislation. 


Yesterday, members of the train- 


ing commission said at a news con- 
ference that if congress could be 
ready to take in the first 18-year- 
old trainees by June or July. 


Johnson, chairman of the mili-

nate leader, said in a statement 
from his office that "A victory 
is now insight in the struggle for 
a realistic military manpower po- 
licy for the United States." 


"In these troubled 
times," he 


said, "I believe that legislation to 
establish a permanent 
military 


manpower policy should have the 
very highest priority. 


"Final passage of the legislation 


will serve notice to the aggressors 
that America is ready to settle 
down for the long pull. 


"I believe it will have a deter- 


rent effect on aggression and, at 
the same time, will assure Ameri- 
cas young men of the fairest treat- 
ment that can be accorded them 
when they are faced by the grim 
necessity of carrying out their ob- 
ligations to serve their country."

isn't in condition for army life any 
more and never will be. He took 
too much while in the service be 
fore." 


She said her husband, Cpl. Eu 


gene Sturant Corder, 31, weighed 
only 80 pounds when freed after 
3',j years as 3 prisoner of war of 
the Japanese. 


"He was wounded and had 
re- 


ceived the Purple Heart medal be- 
fore being taken prisoner," 
she 


wrote. "When he was discharged in 
1946. he was given 60 per cent dis- 
ability." 


He stayed in the 'reserves and 


was called into active service last 
November. 


Mrs. Corder continued: 
After several months hospitaliza- 


tion he was suddenly ordered over- 
seas. His letters indicate he has 
been frontline duty. 


"My husband and I have 
both 


protested to every official possible. 
All we ever get for an answer is 
that 'there must have been some 
mistake."1

Trapped Mother 
Sees Husband 
and Son Die 


Port Townsend, Wash.. Oct. 30 


(/T> — A mother, trapped 
upside 


down for 20 hours in a wrecked 
plane with her dead husbnnd, told 
last night of watching her son die 
as help approached. 


The mother, Mrs. Mayo Morton- 


sen, 23, and her daughter, Kathleen 
3, wore pulled alive but seriously 
injured from the jammcd-up wreck- 
age. 


Her husband, Richard G. Morton- 


sen, 
33, was killed outright in the 


crash, and the son, Russell, 8, died 
many hours later. 
Officials 
said 


they believed the boy suffered a 
skull fracture. 


The Seattle family crashed Sun- 


day night on a wooded ridge near 
here while returning in their pri- 
vate plane from a visit to Bellinf!- 
ham 80 miles to the north. They 
wore not located until yesterday 
afternoon. 


"I knew Dick was dead," said 


Mrs. Morlcnsen from a hospital 
bed. "But Husty lived for a long 
time HS we lay there. I believe he 
died just a little while before 
the 


rescuers came. Perhaps if they 
had come sooner he would have 
lived." 


Little Kathy's first words as she 


was taken from tho plane wreckage 
wore: "If I could just down," She 
was trapped the entire time in a 
bent-over standing position. 


Mrs. Mortcnson 
said 
visibility 


was good before the accident. 


"We were just going along and 


suddenly I heard a big bang," she 
said. "That's the last thing I re- 
member before wo hit." 


Officials said they believed the 


"bang" was when a wingtip hit a 
tree. Tho plane continued on a few 
hundred yards, cut a swath through 
trees and landed upside down in 
dense woods. 


The winfitip was found by a farm- 


er yesterday and the plane was 
located some time later. Rescuers 
virtually had to tear 
the 
plane 


apart to roach the victims. Two 
hours were required to free them. 


"I was conscious as we lay in 


the plane all jammed together and 
unable to move," said Mrs Morten- 
sen 
"I 
was aware of the 
fact 


that I was lying there and I kept 
trying to got out but I could hardly 
move at all. My foot was numb and 
1 kept trying to wiggle my toes to 
keep it warm." 


Mrs. Mortcnsen suffered a left 


arm fracture and a severe scalp 
wound. Kathy had a broken right 
ankle and a 
cut 
tendon in 
her 


right hand. Both she and her moth- 
er were extensively bruised. They 
also suffered 
from 
shock 
and 


from exposure overnight in tem- 
peratures below 40 degrees. 


Hospital attendants 
said 
their 


condition was not critical but was 
"worse than fair."
